Youngest Patient In History To Survive Such Operation. . . 

Plastic Surgery Successful For 9-Month-Old Morgan

Mrs. Ronald McKenzie of West 
Liberty, told this reporter that 
they had seen their daughter 
shortly after the operation. 

“She was still groggy, in an 
oxygen tent, and her eyes were 
bandaged, hut we could see she 
was moving and was OK,” said 
Mrs. McKenzie. The McKenzies, 
who were accompanied to 
Baltimore by Mr. McKenzie's 
sisters, Mrs. Roger Collins and 
Mrs. Miles D. Peyton, also have 
an eight-year-old daughter, Ro¬ 
bin. 

Dr. Edgerton said Rhonda 
would need a “minimum” of 
four more operations — pro¬ 
bably at six-month intervals— 
to complete the reconstruction 
of her face and correct other 
defects of her feet. 

Doctors say Rhonda appears 
to he developing normally, 
though she is small for her age. 
She was born without a nose, 
eyes located so widely apart on 
her head that she cannot focus 
to sec. one clubbed foot, and 
extra digits on her feet. She can 
turn over and creep. 

Extensive examination by 
teams at the Kennedy Rehabili¬ 
tation Institute at Hopkins, has 
uncovered no internal defects. 
But her mental development •* 
difficult to assess at this time. 
Dr. Edgerton said. 

“Two accurate indices at this 
age of intellectual development 
are responses to parents ana 
eye skills. In Rhonda's case, both 


of these are not optimal." 

Most of her life has been 
spent in hospitals, away from 
her mother and father, accord¬ 
ing to Edw'ard Fitch, a school 
official in Chattanooga, Tennes¬ 
see, whose interest in a simil.il¬ 
ly afflicted child named 
Debbie Fox led to his in¬ 
volvement in the Debbie Fox 
Foundation. 

The foundation — designed to 
provide medical guidance and 
help to the parents of such 
children — made the arrange¬ 
ments for Rhonda's admission 
to Hopkins. 

The surgery — performed 
without fee by Dr. Edgerton and 
Dr. Edward Dalton, plastic sur¬ 
geons; Dr. David Knox, an eye 
specialist: Dr. George Udvar- 
kel.vi and Dr. Ed Laws, and Dr. 
Hugh Robinson, general sur¬ 
geon, and their associates—was 
originally scheduled for the 
first of April, but a cold the 
child caught delaped it. 

Yesterday's operation was de 
scribed in detail by Dr. Ed-gcr- 
ton. as one that was designed to 
build her a nasal passage, ease 
her breathing, rating and swal¬ 
lowing and move her eyes clos- 
er tog ether. 

“Always with these children, 
the anomalies they present arc 
different. I have worked on nine 
such children in the last 12 or 
13 years none are ever the 
same But in Rhonda, we have 
some patterns (of defects) none 


of us had ever seen before. 
They gave us some anxious 
moments," Dr. Edgerton said. 

The child's eyes were located 
on 'he side of her head, about 
an inch and a half wider apart 
than normal, making it impos¬ 
sible for her lo see well. 

Ir> addition, the muscles that 
control eye movement were de¬ 
fective and two “tiny pin-point 
openings" were the only hint of 
a nose she had. They were non¬ 
functional for all practical pur¬ 
poses — little air could get 
through. She had to he a mouth 
breather and as a result had 
broblems breathing, eating and 
swallowing. 

Dr. Edgerton said the club¬ 
bed foot and extra toes “weie 
more easily correctable" and 
could be done at a later date. 

During the April 30 opera¬ 
tion, however, the team had to 
enter the skull for bone graft¬ 
ing. skin grafting, and a lot of 
critical rearranging in the area 
of the eye and brain. 

Rhonda was first anesthetiz¬ 
ed. placed on her cleetrical 
blanket. A tube was threaded 
through a large vein so that 
her internal blood pressure 
could be constantly monitored 
and her body fluids kept in 
balance. 

Her tiny size required mi¬ 
niaturized instruments and al 
most miscorseopic accuracy from 
the surgeons. 

Dr. Edgerton said they remov¬ 


ed an excess piece of bone from 
the skull — about an inch wide 
—and grafted it on the side of 
her head to help shape the 
face and to keep the eyes they 
had re-located pushed together. 

To open her nasal airways, 
they first had to remove a tootli 
bud — which w’as located high 
up near her eyes. Then, using 
some excess forhead skin, they 
lined two man-made channels 
lead'ng from the outside to her 
internal nose. Two plastic tubes 
were inserted and are in place 
to aid her breathing. 

Her future operations will 
primarily he concerned with re¬ 
building her nose. 

Rhonda's condition, although 
i arc, is all the more tragic for 
its mysterious origins. 

Doctors have been unable to 
find any direct cause for the 
defects such as illness during 
pregnancy, or the mother's use 
of defect causing drugs. 

“As is the case with many of 
these rare anomalies." Dr. Ed¬ 
gerton said, “they are a bolt 
out oi the blue. This is a young 
family and it hits them hard. 
These parents want their baby 
at home with them. 

“We hope that one thing our 
surgerv will do is to ease her 
physical difficulties and make 
her appearance more normal. 
Both of these things should aid 
normal development in her own 
home.”

Rhonda McKenzie, a 9-month- 
old West Liberty, Ky., girl, has 
successfully come through more 
than 10 hours of painstaking, 
face-building surgery at Johns 
Hopkins Hospital in Baltimore. 
Md. — the youngest patient in 
Medical history to undergo and 
survive such an operation. 

Chief plastic surgeon in the 
April 30 operation was Dr. Mil- 
ton Edgerton. a pioneer and 
widely-heralded expert in the 
extensive facial reconstruction 
cf children. 

He revealed baby Rhonda's 
place in medical history in an 
interview. "Her age," he said, 
“represents something of a 
breakthrough for medicine. Un¬ 
til now, the youngest child to 
have surgery for these anomal¬ 
ies (defects — in Rhonda’s case 
absence of some facial features, 
and abnormalities in others) was 
a four-year-old in Paris.” 

He said the earlier such sur¬ 
gery can he performed, the 
“better it is medically, physi¬ 
cally and emotionally for all 
concerned." 

Dr. Edgerton reported that 
Rhonda, kopt on an electrically 
heated blanket throughout the 
30-hour and 15-minute operation 
that ended at 6:15 p.m April 
30. “presented some unusual 
problems,” but was recovering 
normally.

Dr. J. H. Smiley, Extension

fertilizer recommendations. 

Nitrogen Importance 

Nitrogen is a very important 
clement in the development of 
yield and quality in hurley to-j 
bacco. Lack of nitrogen redue 
es the yield and lowers the 
quality however, an oversupply 
of nitrogen slows growth early 
in the season, delays maturity, 
and may also lower quality. 

For silt loam or clay loam | 
soils where a good grass sod or 
small grain cover crop is plow¬ 
ed under. 200 to 250 pounds 
ol nitrogen per acre will gener¬ 
ally be sufficient. When the sod j 
plowed under is rated poor, or! 
on sandy soils, 250-300 pounds 
of nitrogen per acre should be [ 
provided. When tobacco is j 
grown two years on the same I 
field, increase the nitrogen fer- \ 
tilization by 50 pounds per acre 
for the second year crop. 

Excessive amounts of nitro¬ 
gen (above 300-350 pounds N 
per acre) should be avoided, cs 
pecially when soil pH is 6 or 
below. Farm manure may con-1 
tain 6-8 pounds of available nit 
rogen per ton: however, appli¬ 
cations of manure should not ex 
ceed 10 tons per acre because 
of its high chlorine content. 

Phosphorus Need Will Vary 

Because soils differ greatly in 
available phosphorus levels, the 
amount needed from fertilizer, 
will vary considerably. Seventy j 
five to 200 pounds of P205 per 
acre will be sufficient for to 
bacco grown on soil testing 
medium or low in phosphorus. 

Soils that are very high in j 
available phorphorus usually J 
show no response to phosphorus j 
fertilization; however, if the 
soil test indicates the available 
phorphorus is between 60-100 
pounds per acre. 50-75 pounds | 
ol P205 per acre should be ap¬ 
plied. 

Potassium Desirable In Burley 

High levels of potassium in 
hurley tobacco leaf are usually 
■ associated with desirable qual 
ity, and may contribute to dis 
ease resistance of plants in the 
field. Soils that test medium or 
; low in available potassium sho 
i;ld have applications of 200 
400 pounds of K20 per acre. 

On soils high in available pot¬ 
assium 200 pounds of K20 per 
acre should be applied to main 
tain the potassium level. Pot- 
j assium fertilizers used for bur- 
ley tobacco should always be 
low in chlorine. 

Trace Elements In Doubt 

The need for boron, copper 
J molybdenum, and zinc in tobacco 
j fertilizer has not been shown 
I and because improper rates 
will cause damage to plants, rec 
emmendations for this general 
1 use are not presently justified.

(Tobacco growers are quick 
te adopt improved practices 
that they observe in on-farm 
tests in their community, UK 
Extension personnel say How¬ 
ever, they are hesitant to ac¬ 
cept information which is not 
supported by research data. 

As a result, on-farm testing 
in tobacco production has 
increased over the years. One 
such on-farm testing program 
is being conducted at Caney 
on the farm of Ercil Ward. 

In its second year, the test. 
—a nitrogen fertility study— 
is designed to give further in¬ 
formation on nitrogen rates 
and placement. 

The 1969 study on the Ward 
farm indicated the rate of 
actual nitrogen need not ex¬ 
ceed 250 pounds per acre on 
soils similar to that being 
tested. Further, the higher 
rates gave an increased yield 
response when half was turn¬ 
ed under and the other half 
disked in.

Young fathers who feel they 
have lots of responsibility and 
little financial security for 
their families if they die or 
are disabled may haw more 
protection than they think, 
according to Thomas B. 
Thompson, social security dis¬ 
trict manager in Ashland. 

“Social security help sup¬ 
port not only the worker, but 
also his wife and children if 
he is disabled,’’ Thompson 
teaid. “And it can provide 
monthly checks for his family 
if he dies.” 

“Each month nearly 2' 2 
million disabled workers and 
their dependents and over 3 
million surviving children and 
widowed mothers get social 
security checks,” said Thomp¬ 
son. 

Amounts of the checks de¬ 
pend on the worker’s average 
earnings under social security. 

Disability benefits for a 
worker with a wife and one 
chirld range from $96.00 a 
month to a maxircum of 
$434.40, with the average 
about $273.00. Most young 
men whose annual salaries are 
in the $7,500 range and above 
would be eligible for benefit 
payments close to the maxi¬ 
mum amounts, according to 
Thompson. 

Survivors benefits for a 
widow with two children range 
from a minimum of $96.00 a 
month to about $434.40, with 
the average about $282.00, 

‘‘A worker under 24 needs 
only l 1 2 years work under 
social security to have dis¬ 
ability protection. Between 24 
and 31, he needs to have 
worked only half the time 
between 21 and the time he 
is disabled to qualify for 
monthly checks for himself 
and his family,” Thompson 
noted. 

“Benefits in the case of a 
breadwinner's death art based 
on even more liberal stan¬ 
dards. A man 28 or younger 
needs only 1 'i years of work 
for his family to qualify for 
survivors benefits.” 

Thompson sugesbed that 
vniinp people interested in 
learning more about . their 
social security protection sho¬ 
uld request the booklet Social 
Security for Young Families 
from any social security of¬ 
fice. ,
